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Bolton furor overshadows Trump’s defense

WASHINGTON — The 
White House and Senate 
Republican leaders struggled 
Monday to salvage their plans 
to push toward a quick acquit- 
tal of President Donald Trump 


this week in 
his impeach- 
ment trial, 
after his 
former 
national 
security 
adviser 


corroborated a central piece 
of the charges against him, 


Bolton 


angering key Republicans and 
reinvigorating a bid to hear 
from witnesses. 

Three Republican mod- 
erates indicated they were 
inching closer to joining 
Democrats in a vote to sub- 
poena John Bolton, the former 
adviser whose forthcom- 
ing book details how Trump 


conditioned military aid for 
Ukraine on the country’s will- 
ingness to furnish information 
on his political rivals. Feeling 
political pressure, other mem- 
bers of the president’s party 
privately expressed new open- 
ness to including witnesses in 
the trial, even as their leaders 
insisted that doing so would 


only delay the president’s 
inevitable acquittal. 

“I think it’s increasingly 
likely that other Republicans 
will join those of us who think 
we should hear from John 
Bolton,” Sen. Mitt Romney, 
R-Utah, told reporters.

air traffic 
controllers, 
the helicop- 
ter pilot, Ara Zobayan, said in 
his last radio message that he 
was climbing to avoid a cloud 
layer. Earlier, he had asked 
for and received special 
clearance to fly in heavy fog, 
said Jennifer Homendy of 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board, which was at 
the scene Monday. 

The pilot then asked for air 
traffic controllers to provide 
“flight following” aid but 
was told the craft was too 
low, Homendy said. About 
four minutes later, “the pilot 
advised they were climbing to 
avoid a cloud layer,” she said.
